NOT KNOWN. 



Washington, I). C. May 14.— If Sampson or Schley succeeds in meet 
inn tlie Spaniards at sea a battle royal will result. If the Spanish ad 
miral obtained information at Fort De France in regard to fhe location 
of Sampson's fleet he is probably now heading- directly to Cuba. He has 
a decided advantage over the American fleet in such a movement. 1 
the Spanish vessels have continued due west, or even west by northwest 
. since they were signaled west of Martinique they are now about 15 
miles in a straight line from San Juan. If they are bent on reachinj 
Cuba, either by the channel between Haiti and the island or by the Yu- 
catan channel at the west end of Cuba, it will probably beimpossible for 
Sampson to intercept them. If the American admiral learned promptly 
enough, however, of the whereabouts of the Spanish fleet he may be able 
to descend upon it by way of the Mona passage between Porto Rico and 
Haiti, though this is improbable. It will be a hard race also between 
the flying squadron and the Spanish warships if the former undertakes 
to reach Cuba in advance of the enemy's arrival. 

To Send the Solace to the Scene. 
The navy department expects to know definitely to-morroA\ where 
the engagement will take place, and the ambulance ship Solace will b< 
promptly dispatched from Key West to that vicinity to render first ak 
to the injured, the chances being that the mortality will be heavy. Th( 
naval war board is confident that the Spanish armored squadron wil 
reach Santiago de Cuba Saturday night and every effort is being niadt 
to assemble a strong American naval force in that vicinity by Sunday 
By that time Commodore Schley, now bound due South on the Panama 
mail route, should reach Cape Maysi in the Windward passage, The 
Spaniards are believed to need coal very badly and since the bombard- 
ment of San Juan de Puerto Rico, their shortest and safest run for fuel, 
that first essential of naval warfare, is Santiago, 1,000 miles away. 
Commodore Schley 's squadron started at least twenty hours later and 
has ha i el y more than 900 miles to run.

WASHINGTON, D. C, May 14.-( Special. )-Definite 
official information that the Spanish fleet is at the island 
ofCurocoa, one of the Dutch West Indies off Venezuela 
caused excitement because of the evident purpose to 
evade Sampson's fleet and reach Cuba. The Prench cable 
extends to Curocoa thence to Haiti, Porto Bico and Cuba, 
thus enabling the Spanish fleet to communicate with Ha- 
vana and Madrid.

(Special.)— Na Official report has been 
received here conlirming the published statement that the city and forti- 
ticat ions oi San Juan bad SU1 rendered to Admiral Sampson, nor is any 
expected, for the reason that the statement is not given credence iu offi- 
cial circles.
